When  the  curtain  opened  on  October  19  at  8:30  p.m. 
for  the  homecoming  weekend  production  the  stage  setting 
provided  the  audience  with  an  opportunity  to  use  its 
imagination. 


The  three-act  play  depicts  a  day  in  "Our 
Town"  Grover's  Corners,  New  Hampshire. 
It  shows  the  daily  lives  of  two  New  Eng- 
land families.  John  Millar,  the  active 
Stage  Manager,  narrates  the  happenings  of 
these  families  and  the  other  town  citizenry. 
Doc  Gibbs  is  portrayed  by  Ed  Davis,  and 
his  wife,  by  Judy  Metheny.  The  Gibbs' 
children  are  Kirk  Wilson  and  Libby  Mc- 
Cord.  The  parts  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webb 
are  enacted  by  Wayne  Bond  and  Marilyn 
Shabaz,  and  their  children  are  Donna  Lem- 
ley  and  Jerry  Fogg. 


Artists  in  All  Fields 
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Herman  Godes,  Pianist,  was  the  featured  attraction  of 
an  Art  Series  held  Friday,  November  2.  Mr.  Godes 
was  born  in  Latvia  and  lived  there  until  after  the 
Nazi  invasion.  He  came  to  this  country  in  1950,  has 
been  a  citizen  since  1955,  and  is  now  in  residence 
at  the  School  of  Music  of  West  Virginia  University. 
In  1960  he  returned  to  Europe  for  a  concert  tour  of 
Holland,  England,  Denmark,  Sweden,  Norway,  Fin- 
land, Germany,  Switzerland,  Italy,  and  Israel.  In 
1958  and  1961  he  drew  raves  from  New  York  town 
hall  concert  audiences. 
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Jean-Leon  Destine  and  his  Haitian 
Dance  Company  who  had  recently 
returned  from  a  triumphant  Euro- 
pean and  Oriental  tour  appeared 
at  Alderson-Broaddus  College  in 
February  in  the  College  and  Com- 
munity Art  Series  program.  Audi- 
ences were  thrilled  with  his  gift 
for  suggesting  the  supernatural 
through  his  Voodoo  and  Witch 
Doctor  dances  which  make  the 
blood  rim  cold.  Destine  has  con- 
tributed probably  more  than  any 
other  individual  to  the  enviable 
reputation  enjoyed  by  Haiti 
throughout  the  artistic  world.  Of 
this  tall,  erect  Haitian  a  critic 
recently  wrote,  "He  moves  in 
graceful  lines,  and  it  is  a  spell- 
binding experience  to  watch  him 
dance.  He  and  his  entire  company 
highlight  the  poetry  of  barbaric 
rhythms." 


Destine  frequently  returns  to 
Haiti.  "I  always  feel  the  need 
to  come  back."  he  says.  "Haiti 
is  like  a  deep  well — I  draw 
from  it  my  force,  my  inspira- 
tion." And  today,  Jean-Leon 
Destine,  who  wears  the  cross, 
"Honneur  et  Merite."  has  the 
country's  deep  gratitude.  The 
Haiti  Journal  says,  "There 
never  has  been  a  greater  mes- 
senger of  the  national  art  of 
Haiti." 
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"The  Curious  Savage,"  presented  May  Day  Weekend, 
was  a  combination  of  laughter  and  tears  as  the  characters 
revealed  themselves  in  this  play  of  John  Patrick's.

The  Curious  Savage,  a  comedy  portray- 
ing Mrs.  Savage's  stay  in  the  Cloisters 
does  not  attempt  to  make  fun  of  these 
gentle  inmates,  but  to  contrast  their  gentle 
and  loving  nature  with  the  cruel  outside 
world,  as  portrayed  in  Mrs.  Savage's  chil- 
dren's attempts  to  obtain  the  ten  million 
dollars  that  they  feel  they  could  put  to 
much  better  use  than  a  "happiness  fund." 
The  play  came  to  a  surprise  ending  with 
the  final  revelation  of  what  happened  to 
the  bonds.
